These modified 
reports are used to develop an OVERALL picture of QCWA based not only on the activities of your 
National Officers and Offices, but more importantly, upon the activities of you, the Chapters. The 
Reports are bound into a permanent booklet, providing a complete story of Chapter activities for 
QCWA archives. The reports are MOST IMPORTANT AND THEY ARE USED! Each Chapter is asked 
to continue its good work in this area, and to keep sufficient records so that your annual report, 
when filed with HQ will accurately reflect the Chapters work and activities. - 
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CHAPTER MEMBERSHIP DIRECTORIES AND HEADQUARTERS - In the past Chapters have, from 
time to time, sent a listing of their current membership to Headquarters with the request that we 
check it against our records. This procedure has hit a snag. during December we received quite 
a number of these reports, enough so that with the years end work and getting the Winter QCWA 
Journal in the mail, the requests to check Chapter membership just went on the back burner. By 
the time we could find time to do some of it, they were already pretty out of date. Accordingly, 
President Leland Smith, WSKL, has suggested that we begin the following procedure this year of 
1988: 


During October/November, 1988, Headquarters will send a print out of all members for 
each chapter to each Chapter Secretary. The printout will be taken from the QCWA 
database, and the date will be shown clearly. Chapter Secretaries will be requested to 
check our information and to advise us of changes required to correct the database. 
This will not materially increase the Chapter’s work, and will help us here at HQ no 
end! To make the QCWA database as accurate as possible, Secretaries might keep in 
mind that ONLY ONE CHAPTER can be shown for each QCWA member. The one shown 
should be the "home Chapter" for each member. This does not preclude members from 
belonging to as many chapters as they desire. only that a single chapter is 
permissible in the QCWA database.
